OTTAWA, Dec, 31—A balanced | 
budget in ordinary account, de- 
creased railway deficit, lowered in- 
renewed confidence 
and resumption of profits in trade 
and industry, increased employ- 
and advancing commodity 
prices, were some of the good things 
forecast for 1935 by Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes, minister of finance, in a 
speech delivered here last night. 

Mr. Rhodes spoke under the aus- 
pices of the Young Men's Canaa- 
dian club of Montreal in a series 
arranged by that body on Canadian 
public affairs, 

The record of 1934 had brought 
realization of many of the hopes 
for Better times voiced a year ago, 
the minister said. In practically 
all branches of production dnd 
trade there had been material ad- 
vances over 1933. 

As compared with February, 1933, 
when the low point of the depres- 
sion was registered, the Dominion 
bureau of statistics now showed an 
increase of 43 per cent, in the 
physical volume of business, 


CANADA LEADS UPTREND 

While the Dg oh upward trend 
was recorded in many countries, 
few could show an advance compar- 
able to that in Canada, a fact re- 
cognized not only at home but 
among the important countries of 
the world. 

Most significant, the minister said. 
was the progress in external trade. 

While international trade gener-| 
ally remained at a low level, Can- 
ada’s external trade for the past 12 
months exceeded $1,150,000,000. 
There had been a 29 percent in- 
crease in imports and 23 percent in- 


| quest was pending today into the| crease in exports over the previous 


12 months, and a favorable trade 
balance of over $140,000,000, 


EXCESS REVENUE 

Revenue for the fiscal year to 
date had exceeded the same period 
last year by $29,000,000, assuring a 
budget balance on ordinary account. 
Two years ago the deficit on ordin- 
ary account was $43,000,000 and last 
year $22,000,000. 

Railway deficit remained a seri- 
ous problem, the minister observed, 
but there had been a substantial 
improvement in earnings and the 
deficit for the calendar year 1934, 
payable by the government, will be 
$10,000,000 less than last year. 

Unemployment, farm and drought 
relief costs, which like the rail- 
way deficit are not included in 
ordinary account, also remained 
the source of great drains upon 
public monies and were still a 
problem. 


EXPENDITURE SAVINGS 

In the past four years these 
extraordinary expenditures had ac- 
counted for all but 33 percent of 
the increase in the public debt. The 
balance had been chargeable to 
deficits on ordinary account and 
capital expenditures. 

There had been a saving in con- 
trollable expenditures during the 
past year of $82,500,000 compared 
with the fiscal year 1930-31. Con- 
version loans had brought down 
the cost of carrying the public debt 
by nearly $15,000,000 annually. 

The Bank of Canada, scheduled 
to open March, the Farmers Cred- 
itors Arrangement Act, and the 
definite policy of securing lowered 
interest rates, were held out as 
some of the advantageous things 
the year had brought.

TO MULCT WIVES

DETROIT, Dec. 31.—Hazen Kunz 
is a 33-year-old lawyer with black | 
hair, a sense of humor and one of} 
the oddest jobs on earth. | 

He's dictator of divorce and arbi- 
trator of alimony in Detroit, where 

people get! 
divorced every | 
day. 
: In every 
case he de- 
cides the ali- 
mony; who! 
gets it, where | 
they get it, 
how they get 
it, and when. 

If husbands 
skip out and 
refuse to pay, 
Kunz sends his 
blood hounds 
on their trail, 
He chases 
relentlessly up 
and down the country and into for- 
eign lands. 

He has to interview sobbing and 
often hysterical women whose en- 
raged husbands, after being served 
with alimony papers, defiantly and 
emphatically swear that they'll 
never pay a cent. Not one cent; 
they'd rather go to jail first. So 
Kunz, his sense of humor still in- 
tact, obligingly puts them into jail. 

Right now he has 20,000 alimony 
payers on his books but only 7,108 
of these are up on their payments. 
Of these, 53 live in Toronto, 

Of the others about 6,000 have 
skipped out and said nuts to this 
alimony racket; 5,000 are broke and 
on relief and the other 1,992 pay 
up about three jumps ahead of the 
sheriff.

Since he's collected more 
than $15,000,000 in alimony he ought 
to know a lot about it. 

“Busiress,” he grinned, “is great.

“Who gives you the most 
trouble?”

MONEY FOR CHILDREN, 
NOT WIFE 

“We make exceptions here, of 
course. For instance, 1 protect the 
state. If a woman is divorced be- 
cause of insanity and she’s in an 
institution I order payment of ali- 
mony enough to keep that woman 
from being a public charge. In the 
case of old women being divorced 
I tack on alimony, too, because 
sometimes they're too old to sup- 
port themselves. In nearly every 
case where there are children I 
decide the alimony and I try to 
point out to the man that he’s pay- 
ing for the keep of hig children . . . 
not his ex-wife.” 

“And how do they accept that?” 

“Well, the average guy is pretty 
tough. He's been made a sucker

no matter what way you look at | 


it, and he’s resentful. Not all, but 
most of them. About one in 10 is 
actually happy to pay up for his 
children; perhaps one in four will 
pay without squawking, but we 
have to put the screws on the 
others.” 

“Any women paying alimony?” 

“There are, but not through me, 
because that's illegal. Next month 
we go before the legislature with a 
bill to compel women, if so directed, 
to pay alimony. Some of the things 
women do, you know, are fiendish 
and atrocious. We had a case here 
of an old fellow who had worked 
for 42 married years and turned 
over his pay envelope to his wife 
every Friday night regular as sun- 
set. Last year he got laid off, 
Within three months the woman 
divorced him on some technicality, 
She left him destitute and be. 
wildered. He came in here one day 
to see if I couldn't persuade the 
woman to give him enough money 
to get some new false tceth His 
old plate was causing sores and 
sickness and he was in terrible 
shape. 

“I made an order on that woman 
and she hiked it right over to a 
lawyer who appealed it to the court 
and my order was tossed out All 
that bewildered old fellow wanted 
was $30 for some teeth out of his 


| own money. But he couldn't get it.” 


DIVORCES BLINDED 
HUSBAND 

An even more unjust case was 
that of a highly-salaried under- 
ground engineer who was blinded 
in an explosion, His wife, young 
and handsome, divorced him and 


remarried, He, too, had a fine home|! panies. 
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in his wife's name, his bank account 
was in her name. He had $11,000 
in bonds in her name. He is liv- 
ing now, blind, alone and friend- 
less, in a charity home. His wife 
is living in a home he bought ard 
paid for, with his children and an- 
other husband. Under the new law, 
if it passes, Kunz will be able to 
force that woman into a shell-out 
And he'll jump with both feet. 

“But technicalities?” I pursued 
“You say these people got divorces 
on technicalities; is blindness or in- 
sanity reason for divorce?” 

“No. But people get around it. 
We've had dozens of cases this year 
of people in hospitals being di- 
vorced. The reasons they present— 
generally cruelty—are sworn to as 
having taken place before the de- 
fendant went to hospital.” 

“And what is cruelty? Physical 
violence?” 

“No, if you come home crabbing 
and sulky and tell your wife she's 
a rotten cook two or three nights in 
succession that’s extreme cruelty 
and ‘ounds for divorce. (Dear 
Glad§s, having a swell time. . 
Wish you were here.)” 

“Then these divorces are al! ar- 
ranged: It's just a matter of speak- 
ing a few lines in the court?” 

“Sure. About 95 per cent of our 
divorces are consent or pro-confes- 
sive decrees. Don't you think a 
good half of your Ontario divorces 
where adultery is the only admis- 
sible cause, are put-up jobs?” 


CHANCE FOR ONTARIO 
“Probably,” I agreed. 
“Sure thing, and pretty soon On- 
tario will break down that foolish- 
ness and when they do that they 


have a golden opportunity to create 
a really just, sensible and intelligent 
method of divorce rather than the 
hit-and-miss patchwork we have in 
most of the American states. I 
think a situation like in California 
where a woman can scream a few 
times at a judge and demand $50 
a week alimony from a fellow earn- 
ing about $65 is absurd and ridic- 
ulous.” 

“How much do you allow?” 

“It varies, but this'll give you an 
idea, Out of 7,108 men who paid 
cash into this office last week only 
650 were paying $25 a week or 
more, We certainly aren't perfect 
here but this supervision of ali- 
mony payments is the only thing 
of its kind in the world and is being 
studied now by sociologists from 
the whole country. The country 
makes no rake-off. Every cent paid 
in here is paid out again and the 
job of tracking down delinquent 
husbands is without cost to the wo- 
man, And motherless divorcees, as 
I say, get nothing out of us. We're 
death on gold-diggers.”

Such 
a balance will have to be struck before 
debts public and private can be paid, invest- 
ment be resumed, employment become general, 
and prices react to the stimulation of a growing 
demand, 

But the lowering of interest rates will not in 
itself restore the balance. For the reason that 
lowered interest rates mean nothing at all in 
respect to debt obligations which were incurred 
years ago and carry rates of interest set when 
the times were better, These debt contracts, 
public and private, still hold in law, They have 
in cases been suspended, but the letter stands 
as written, and the debt grows in the meantime 
as interest payments are not met. 

If 1935 is to mark any real and sulstantial 
progress toward the restoration of normal con- 
ditions, one thing will certainly have to happen. 
Machinery will have to be set in motion to bring 
about a scaling down of interest rates named in 
these contracts, private and public. However 
it is to be done, debts will have to be refunded 
wholesale, private debts and public bond issues, 
and adjusted to a scale of interest charges in 
keeping with the earning power that is possible 
under the conditions of the day. 

No ruthless enforcement of these obsolete 
contracts can make possible the carrying of 
debts at two or three times the actual cost at 
which they were incurred. No amount of bally- 
hoo can get money in sufficient quantity out of 
pockets which have grown thin. And no species 
of pious pretence can justify demanding that a 
debtor pay twice or thrice what he contracted 
to pay in real wealth. The year 1935 should 
be known to history as the year of financial 
reconstruction. Refund or ruin is the choice for 
the individual, the municipality, the province, 
and the Dominion.

Asthma Is Curable 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Since asthma is such a distressing disease, 
its sufferer usually vainly tries one remedy 
after another until he comes to the conclusion 
that is it an incurable disease. I am sure that 
every case of asthma is curable if the right 
diet, exercise and sometimes manipulative 
treatments are used. 

In order to bring about a 
cure it is necessary to correct 
the causes. In many cases 
which I have examined, the 
reasons could be sifted down 
to the following three; First, 
excessive gas pressure against 
the diaphragm; secondly, lack 
of mobility of the diaphragm; 
and thirdly, the excessive 
formation of mucus in the 
bronchial tubes. 

Cardiac asthma is caused by some heart de- 
rangement whereby the heart does not pump 
enough blood through the chest, causing a feel- 
ing of fullness and shortness of breath. This is 
not true asthma, although it greatly resem- 
bles it. 

What are usually termed asthmatic causes, 
such as irritating dust and substances, and the 
pollen of plants, are really only exciting causes. 
When the bronchial tubes are so congested, it 
takes only a slight irritation to bring on an 
acute attack. In many people, such an attack 
may follow exposure to cat fur, felt, feathers, 
horse danger, orris root in face powder, or even 
the ink in the picture section of the Sunday 
paper. Bakers breathing flour dust often suf- 
fer. None of these things, however, will cause 
asthma unless the underlying causes are pres- 
ent, and they will cease to bring on attacks 
once the real causes are corrected. 


The attack usually comes on suddenly fol- 
lowing certain symptoms which the patient 
learns to fear. The’ face becomes covered with

sweat and may turn livid, and the hands are’ 


cold. The patient finds it increasingly hard to 
breathe. He first fights for every breath he 
draws and struggles to expel it. He will often 
sit in front of an open window because of the 
agonizing air-hunger which he feels coming 
upon him. 

In the beginning he may have some trouble 
with a hard, dry cough, but at the height of 
the attack the cough begins to raise sputum, 
which is characteristic and carries in it small 
bits of mucus which look like tapioca and are 
called “Laennenc’s Pearls.” Once this sputum 
is raised, relief begins, the coughing grows 
easier, and the breathing normal. 

An attack may last a few minutes, a few 
hours, or a few days. The magic of the fasting 
regimen will never be more quickly seen than 
in its application to this malady, but a careful 
diet free from carbohydrates will also bring 
about a cure of this distressing disease, al- 
though the cure is much slower than if the 
initial fast is used. The patient should be en- 
couraged at the same time to develop a strong 
movable diaphragm. 


If much bronchial mucus is present, the 
cure will be slower, but none the less sure, and 
it seems that advanced cases often yield as 
readily as those which are just beginning It 
is necessary to restrict the use of starches in 
the diet and also to avoid gas-forming ‘oods or 
combinations.

QUESTION—Mr. Jack W. A. J. inquires: “I 
am underweight and would like to gain and 
would also like to develop the muscles of my 
arms.” 

ANSWER—I suggest that at the start you 
use a fast to cleanse the body. Follow this 
with a careful diet and it is probable that the 
weight will tend to become normal. The mus- 
cles of the arms may be developed only by 
Suitable exercise. Study health magazines 
which give pictures of exercises and use any 
exercise which calls for an active muscular 
contraction of the arms. The vigorous exercise 
needed to bring about a good muscular devel- 
opment all over the body would help to fill in 
the underweight portions and would also in- 
crease your appetite and your assimilation so 
that you will get more good from your food.

SET CITY’S 
ASSESSMENT 


Edmonton's equalized assessment | 
for provincial supplementary reve- | 
nue tax purposes has been ret at 
$32,000,000, a reduction of $2,000,- 
000 under the assessment prevailing 
during the past four years, accord- 
ing to a communication received by 
civic officials from W. D. Spence 
chairman of the Alberta Assessment 
Commission. Commencing in 1935, | 
this new assessmnet will be adopt- 
ed for the next three years. 

The provincial government ex-| 
tects the assessment will produce 
$64,000 in supplementary revenue 
tax as compared to $68,000 formerly. 

As the city’s 1935 land assessment | 
is between $25,000,000 and $26,000,000 
it will be necessary to levy more|/ 
than the two mills usually levied | 
to produce revenue of $64,000 for | 
the province. 

However, the city has decided 
that the tax will be paid according | 
to the collections made. In other | 
words, tue percentage paid over to 
the senior government will depend 
on the percentage collected by the 
city.
